The California Public Utili¬ 
ties Commission has author¬ 
ized Metropolitan Coach Lines 
to extend its Los Angeles- 
Sierra Madre line No. 67 into 
Arcadia. 

The extension, just under a 
mile long, is on Sierra Madre 
Blvd. between Mountain Trail 
Ave. in Sierra Madre and Santa 
Anita Ave. in Arcadia. The 
route is to be redesignated as 
Los Angeles-Sierra Madre-Santa 
Anita Highlands line No. 67. 

To provide for the extension, 
the commission permitted 
abandonment of a two - block 
portion of the present route be¬ 
tween Sierra Madre Blvd. and 
Mountain Trail Ave. to the ex¬ 
isting turn-around south of 
Highland Ave. 

The City of Sierra Madre and 
several residents of the area 
urged the etxension at a pub¬ 
lic hearing on April 5 in Sierra 
Madre before Commission Ex- 
a.Tiiner Kent C. Rogers. 

Busses will begin their new 
schedule on the morning of 
May 23. New time tables will 
be made available to the pub¬ 
lic about five days previously, 
and for the convenience of its 
patrons Metropolitan Coach 
Lines has promised to mail a 
quantity of them to the NEWS 
office.

New building plans for downtown Sierra Madre are soaring 
at such an increasing rate that the occasional visitor here may 
find it difficult to recognize the town six months from now. 

In the wake of a record-breaking fir-st quarter in 1955, when 
more than one million, dollars in valuation of building permits 

__ was Issued here, now comes 

the news that the layouts for 
nine new buildings are being 
blueprinted for construction on 
Sierra Madre Blvd, between 
Baldwin Ave, and Lima St. 

The exterior design of Sam 
Perlof’s new Royal Drug, illus¬ 
trated on page one of this is¬ 
sue, may be seen in structural 
detail as early as September, 
located immediately west of 
Dr. Nathan Jacobs’ office with 
the new drug store address of 
82 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. With 
a 35-foot frontage and 100-foot 
depth, the new bulding will oc¬ 
cupy three and one-half times 
the amount of square footage 
now spaced by the Royal Drug 
at its present address, 17 Ker- 
sting Court. 

The new drug store, to be 
built by Contractor Manuel de 
la Torre ea.st of the Bank of 
Sierra Madre and the offices of 
Attorney Noren Eaton, will con¬ 
tain a basement and second 
floor, a fountain grill of 400 
square feet within the store, 
and parking space in a rear 
area large enough to accommo¬ 
date 35 automobiles. 

Other improved features of 
the new Royal Drug, besides an 
increased number of employ¬ 
ees, will include the combina¬ 
tion of front and rear entrances 
and a streamlined Interior of¬ 
fering self-service counters to 
customers. 

As for the present Royal 
Fountain Grill, operated by 
Morris Yasskin at the Kersting 
Court address, its customer ca¬ 
pacity will be enlarged with 
five or six more booths after 
magazine stands are moved to 
the new drug store on Sierra 
Madre Blvd.

Funeral Held 
For Drowning 
Victim Here 


Funeral services for John 
Patrick Canaday, 21, who was 
drowned while skin-diving in 
Crescent Bay near Laguna 
Beach Saturday, were conduct¬ 
ed here Monday afternoon at 
Ripple Mortuary Chapel. Inter¬ 
ment was private. 

Mr. Canady was drowned 
while trying a breathing appa¬

A native of Hollywood, he 
had been a resident in Sierra 
Madre since 1938.
